enter the league of nations.”

insisted that this country could not 
afford to stop progress on its naval 
paliding program. 
Daniels Wants to Assured. 
“JT should be opposed,” for instance, 
to amy agreement that omitted any 
considerable number of nations, like 
those of S6uth America,” said Mr. Dan- 
jels. “That would be a slight.” 
*Zast year when I recommended no 
puilding program for the navy I had 
the sublime faith that we would be in 
the league of nations. But that has 
: not come. If conditions should come

ment with all nations we should not 
go ahead with our naval building pro- 
gram.

He added that 
the proposal for a reduction in arma- 
ment was receiving support from a 
number of senators.

been turned into tuberculosis hospitals. 

For a number of years in the Louisiana 
leper colony Dr. I. Dyer had been curing 
| leprosy or getting results which seemed 
to be cures... 

In spite of all this gain, the most prom- 
ising demonstration is that which has 
been made by Dr. J. T. McDonald in 
Kalihi hospital, Honolulu. He has pa- 
roled seventy-eight cases of leprosy since 
December, 1918. These cases are kept 
under observation and there has been 
no suggestion of relapse. en 

The Hawaiian law provides that all 
persons proved to have leprosy must go 
to a leprosy colony and stay there. They 
go first to Kalihi hospital, which institue

months they are not cured or on the way 
to be cured they are transferred to the

FILIPINO INDEPENDENCE. 


Chicago, Dec. 12.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your correspondent, Arthur Sears 
Henning in an article entitled “Wilson 


affairs committee, as follows: 
“Independence is not what the Fili- 
pinos want or are demanding. They 
would not accept freedom on any con- 
dition. But what they want is their in- 
dependence guaranteed.” 
While it is true that the Filipinos 
want their independence guaranteed, it 
is nevertheléss untrue that “They would 
not accept independence on any condi- 
tion,” as the following facts show. The 
Philippine independence mission which 
appeared before the joint session of the 
insular affairs committee in 1919 ex- 
plicitely stated that the Filipino people 
want independencé under one of the 
following conditions: [a] A United 
States protectorate as in the case of 


the “big powers” agreging never to in- 
fringe on the territorial integrity and 
existing political independence of the 
Philippines; [c] If neither of these is 
possible independence under any con- 
dition with or without any guarantee 
whatsoever.
